\ and doubt, whether we, by vertue of a Commilſsion Gran 

ted to us, by their Majeſties, bearing date the twelfth day of 
July, in the ſecond year of their Majeſties Reign, do intend to? ſeize, and 
ſequeſter, into our hands, for their Majeſties uſe, the perſonal Goods and 
Chattels of perſons lately in Rebellion, or aiding and aſsiſting to the Iriſh 
Revels, though they, or any of them ſhould come in, and live quietly, aad 
that within the time limited in His Majeſtics Gracious Declaration, given 
at the Camp near Finglaſs, the ſeventh day of july, 1690. Now, for 
the prevention of any ſuch miſtake, and though, in the very preamble of 
our Order, of the 16th day of this iaſtant July, we have exprelled theſe 
words (the Goods and Chattels of thoſe tled through guilt, trom their 
places of abode). We do hereby declare, our Commilgon hath a reter- 
ence to the aforeſaid Declaratian ; and we do declare, the Goods and Chat- 
tels perſonal, of all thoſe compriſed within the ſaid Declaration, are not 
intended to be ſeized, or ſequeſtred by us, or our Orders. Dated at the 
Council-Chamber, Dublin, 9th day of July, 1690.
